magazine article 
written in 1914 by Theodore Roose­ 
velt was read by President Wilson 
in an address late yesterday 
as 
an argument in favor of the League 
of Nations. 
Speaking to a cheering 
crowd 
which filled the great San Diego 
Stadium, the president also quoted 
from Senator Lodge, one of 
the 
most bitter opponents of the treaty 
in its present form, and declared 
that in framing the league cove­ 
nant th#* Versailles conference had 
followed the advice of these and 
other Republican statesmen. 
Fulfillment of Plan. 
“I am glad to align myself with 
such utterances,” said Mr. Wilson, 
while the crowd cheered. 
“Here 
in concrete form is the fulfillment 
of the plan they advocated.” 
The address 
was 
interrupted 
many times by applause from the 
crowd, wh-ch local officials esti­ 
mated at more than 50,000. 
The 
great amphitheater, with its seat­ 
ing capacity of 40,000. was packed, 
thousands standing in the aisles 
and on the terraces above. 
Speaking from a glass-inclosed 
platform, the 
president’s 
words 
were carried out to the distant 
rim of the Stadium by means of 
an electrical device. 
Only part of 
those present could hear him, how- 
ever. and before he finished there 
were many empty seats. 
San Diego gave the president a 
noisy welcome, factory 
whistles 
shrieking while the party passed 
up the street through the cheer­ 
ing throngs. 
Crowd Waves Flags. 
H e went first to a hotel, where 
he was welcomed formally by the 
city’s officials. 
Later

driven through the San Diego Ex­ 
position grounds. 
When he en­ 
tered the stadium the great crowd 
stood up and cheered, each per­ 
son waving a small American flacr. 
In the center of the big horseshoe 
of color several

as to spell “Welcome.”

ident also discussed at length the 
objection that the British Empire 
might have a preponderance 
of

It was a “delusion ’ to be 
frightened at any such prospect, he 
said, because there could be no 
important action by the assembly 
without the concurrence of

American representative. 
The assembly, asserted Mr. \ \ 1- 
son, was largely a debating bodv. 
and as such it was only fair to gDe 
membership to the British colonies*. 
It would be unjust, he said, to give 
votes to the small independent na­ 
tions and exclude such great do­ 
minions as Canada. 
Declaring the people had

been told the truth about what the 
treaty contained. Mr. Wilson*add* 
fd, while the crowd cheered apair*. 
that if the American public did 
know the truth no man would have 
the audacity to take the risk of 
trying to impair such an effort to 
ward liberty and justice.

NIMRODS ARE 
REMINDED OF THE 
FEDERAL LAWS 


Kansas City, Sept. 20.—Anxious 
nimrods, anticipating the open Rea­ 
son on migratory birds, are taking 
down 
their 
favorite 
“shoot in’ 
irons” and wiping off the accumu­ 
lated dust, applying oil and begin­ 
ning to price shotgun shells. Fran­ 
cis M. Wilson, United States dis­ 
trict attorney, believes that these 
nimrods may be spared some en- 
barrassment if they will give heed 
to the federal regulations. 
So yes­ 
terday he 
outlined 
some 
things 
which may and may not be done 
in hunting birds. 
Hunters, according to 
Attorney 
Wilson, should bear in mind 
the 
following regulations when hunting 
migratory birds: 
The season is open on 
ducks 
from September 16 to December Ml. 
It is unlawful, under the migra­ 
tory bird treaties acts and regula­ 
tions, to hunt from an airplane, 
motor power boat or sail boat. 
Dogs and decoys may be used 
from blinds or floating devices oth­ 
er than power driven hoats. 
Hunting of migratory 
birds 
is 
prohibited before a half hour be-1 
fore sunrise and after sunset. 
The use of a gun larger than IO J 
gauge is prohibited. 
Wood and eider ducks and swans iI 
are protected throughout the y ea r.;
